There the police have 
arrested six German nationals on ‘charges of 
conducting subversive activities in Uruguay on 
behalf of Nazi Germany. The leader of the 
Nazis in Montevideo has been arrested on the 
charge that he is the author of a plan to take 
‘over the Government of the country in five days 
with the help of Nazis from neighbouring 
Argentina, after which it was to have been con 
verted into a German peasant colony. If great- 
er proof were wanted of the widespread ambi- 
tlons of the Nazi leaders, and the world revolu- 
tion they are endeavouring to bring about, it 
ig difficult to know what it could possibly ‘be. 
Nazi activities in south America ‘have been 
known to be on an extensive scale for a very 
Tong time past, while they have not been by 
‘any means. inact the United States. The 
Feports from Uruguay suggest that allegations 
that Hider did not conjemplate doing anythh 

jin the western hemisphere until after the con- 
clusion of the European war are not to be 
trusted. It is apparent that he is prepared to 
strike at any time which he thinks propitious, 
and if he could stir up trouble and disorder in 
the western hemisphere nothing would please 
hhim better, particularly if he could do it in the 
‘United Staies, But what has happened in Europe 
with regard (0 the fifth columnists has put the 
Government of the United States completely on 
its guard, and though investigations. are still 
proceeding, it is believed that those responsible 
are in possession of sufficient evidence to round 
up these underground workers direetly the need 
for such aetion becomes apparent.

Upon 
the request of the Indo-China au 
thorities, the Chinese yesterday de- 
spatched a special aeroplane to the 
Indo-China border to bring repre- 
sentatiives of the French colony to 
Chungking for discussions, but though 
the Chinese plane arrived on the 
border no French representative ap- 
peared.

‘The report of the naval engagement at 
Dakar between British and French units 
cannot but cause the most grievous pain, for 
there is little that ean be so distressing as 
the knowledge that men who a few weeks 
ago were devoted comrades in arms are 
now compelled to fight cach other.

‘When a Messerschmidt was shot down into 
the Channel near Folkstone the. wounded 
pilot extricated himself from his machine. 
A British officer on the breakwater quickly 
stripped off his jacket, dived into the sea, 
swam 300 yards to him, and brought 
safely (0 shore. The German pilot had a 
froctured ankle and bullet wounds. Late 
last Friday night while a British evacuation 
vessel was carrying over 400 passengers, in- 
cluding children en route for Canada’ she 
Was torpedoed by a German submarine, in 
a strong gale and without warning. Eighty- 
five children died. The first a story of 
gallant chivalry, the second the tale of the 
hideous brutality which has characterized the 
German conduct of this war. ‘The Germans 
seek to deny that it was one of their sub- 
marines but suggest that a mine was re- 
sponsible and according to one German 
paper:— 

“In any case the responsibility remains with 
the British Government. Whoever dares 
send children through a blockade zone 
‘an armed ship makes himself guilty of the 
murder of these children in advance.’ 

The answer to this piece of Teutonic 
stupidity is to quote the “Berliner Lokalan~ 
zeiger” “German retaliation consists of one 
word: annihilation.” ‘That infers a lot of! 
others, indiscriminate bombing for one in 
which the lives of women and children are 
wilfully imperilled, and from which it was 
Sought to save thom. The guilt for the 
deaths of these mites rests entirely upon 
those people, who by their dastardly, and 
cowardly behaviour make it necessary to 
endeavour to remove them out of harm's way 
3 at all possible. Let there be no doubt 
about that. ‘The criminally minded men 
who let loose this war upon Europe, those 
who are determined to stick at nothing so 
Jong as they can gain their end, who have 
slain hundreds of thousands if not millions 
©f unoffending civilians, man, woman and 
child, are the people guilty of this latest 
offence against humanity. Atrocities such 
as these committed by the Nazis have been 
$0 frequent that they come almost to be 
taken for granted, and the word “Nazi” has 
come to be synonymous for all conduct that 
can only be described as bestial. 

German parachutists who land in Britain 
are generously treated by their cuptors. 
‘Their wounds are bound, and refreshment 
given them. It would be understandable if 
they received entirely different treatment, 
‘but up to the present they have been treated 
with chivalry, a quality which is apparently 
‘entirely missing from the Teutonic character. 
Why do the Germans carry out these 
raids against British non-military objectives 
carrying death and injury to non-com- 
batants? To strike terror? They have not 
succeeded up to the present, and the fact 
that they have not only intensifies their 
desire to wreak their vengeance on the weak 
and unoffending. ‘The real fact of the matter 
is that British raids over Germany have been 
far too successful for the German liking. The 
chorus of hate which the German press is 
shrieking just now, warning that the German 
force would entirely “destroy England 
feom one end to the other,” is plainly indica 
tive that the Germans do not like what is 
happening to them, despite the repeated 
claims that British fiers fail to hit their 
targets. 

“If Churchill and his airmen keep this up, 
says “Der Angrif™ “then England will not 
ve enough blood and tears to fulfill our 
remorseless demand for revenge.

UNITED KINGDOM 


Z Sept. 26. 

There is a significance in the title of the 
sovereign realm of His Majesty George VI 
which is indicative of the enormous moral 
strength of the British nation. The United 
Kingdom is united in more than the poli- 
tical sense; it is firmly knit by psychological 
tics which have been recognized and various- 
ly accounted for by students of many dif- 
ferent schools of thought. ‘These students 
disagree in their analysis of the reasons for 
this unity, but they-are unanimous that it 
exists. Even German psychologists admit 
it, though they call it by a variety of names, 
the most known of which is the “incredible 
tenacity” noted by their strategists. ‘That 
the Germans have blundered sadly from their 
point of view in their estimates of the British 
character is not due to their theorists, who 
have made some extremely shrewd analyses, 
but seems to be more the fault of a lack of 
co-ordination in the German system between 
the theorists and the practical men—the men | 
‘who have to govern and conduct the present 
war. The students have told them what. 
they can expect, but they prefer to believe 
what is more agreeable to them, and to 
mistake a surface disunity for a symptom of 
dcep-lying social disease. ‘They are just now 
learning of their error. 

Before the outbreak of the war, there were 
signs of strong differences of opinion among. 
the yoverning classes of Great Britain. 
‘There were those who favoured the so-called 
“appeasement policy" which is now derided 
but which was indisputably the wisest policy 
at the time. And there were those, prin- 
cipally supporters of Labour, who were eager 
for immediate action against what both sides 
recognized as the greatest menace to the 
ideals upon which the British people have 
been nourished for centuries. The result was 
an apparently chasmal division in public 
opinion, which mey be supposed to have led 
ibentrop to assure his FUbrer so confident- 
ly that Britain would never fight. ‘There 
‘were personal attacks of the utmost violence 
made on individual members of H. M. 
Government, and, as in the case of Mr. Leslie 
Hore-Belisha, the former Secretary of State 
for War, there were innuendoes of something. 
worse than incompetence. ‘The innuendoes 
were, of course, unfounded. They are referred. 
to here simply as another example of the mis~ 
leading facade presented by political Britain 
to the outside world—a facade which was 
taken by those who wished It to be so, to 
indicate serious structural faults below. 




















The truth is that Britain, as a social or- 
ganism, was, as usual, consciously unaware 
‘of what it wanted and why. ‘There was a 
simmering dissatisfaction over conditions 
around the British people, and _ this 
dissatistaction took expression in attacks 
upon the nation’s leaders and in critheisms 
of policies which were perfectly sound in 
themselves, and well adapted to the 
existing conditions. If the speeches by mem- 
bers of His Majesty's Opposition—itselt a 
significant title when unity is considered— 
and lurid articles in the less responsible press 
‘are considered, it can be seen that the dis- 
satisfaction was directed abroad, across the 
North Sea in the direction of Berlin and 
Berchtesgaden, Without over-labouring the 
analogy, it was a manifestation of a sub- 
conscious national tendency which, as it had 
to be suppressed, found its outlet in sub- 
stitutes, but which, once the need for repres- 
sion vanished, as it did on the declaration 
of war, became the nation's most powerful 
directing force. 

In this lies one of the most significant con 
trasts between the war effort of the British 
and that of the Nazis. The latter's energies 
have been consciously directed to one end, 
preparedness for battle, for years—some say 
generations. Everything at  varianee with 
that direction was cruelly suppressed, with 
a result—if reverting to the psychological 
analogy can again be pardoned—that  the| 
sub-conscious potentialities of the German. 
people were opposed to war. At the moment, 
then, the moral position of the two principal 
enemies in this war can be summed up 
briefly. The inestimable force which former= 
ly funétioned beneath the surface of the 
Briton’s life is now harnessed to consciously 
directed effort. That means a power which 
nothing ean overcome, a unity which no blow, 
however heavy, can shatter. Whereas in. 
Germany there is no such force. The will 
to war, the will to die for the Fatherland 
and the cause, is all on the surface, con- 
sciously directed. While below, there is 
‘accumulating an unconscious hostility to war, 
slaughter, and the many barbarities of the 
German leaders. On the British side there 
fs the conscious guidance of a formerly sub- 
conscious influence; on the German side that 
influence is repressed, stamped down. If 
‘once it is brought to the surface, woe to the 
Nazi leaders, for there will be unloosed a 
foree of which they can have no idea—a 
foree which will sweep them and their’

have not yet completely abandoned respect 
for the quality of humanity.

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IT HAS SUNK IN 
Sept, 26. 

‘One of the typical pieces of German bom= 
bast is the comment of the spokesman of the 
German Foreign Office on the subject of the 
recent visit of Ribbentrop to Rome and the 
conversations which took place there. ‘These, 
hhe said, referred to “all questions which are 
of importance in bringing Britain to her 
Ienees.‘.... ‘They are based on the fund 
mental idea which the Axis Powers have

be no compromisc—there will be, therefore, 
also no compromise peace.” If the corusca~ 
tion of intellect which gathered at Rome has 
really come to that conelusion, it is obvious 
that the words of Mr. Winston Churchill have 
at Jong last penetrated the brains of Hitler 
‘and his accomplices, and that they have fin= 
ally understood that Britain is fighting for 
the utter destruction of the evil thing which 
is Nazism. ‘There has been at no time on 
the part of Great Britain any declaration that 
she would be willing to accept anything but 
the complete elimination of Nazi dominance 
in Europe. ‘That has been made plain time 
and time again, and the fact that Ribbentrop 
‘and Ciano have ultimately realized that there 
will be no such thing as compromise peace 
Is to be welcomed. 

It has not been Great Britain who has put 
‘out peace feelers. Indeed they have been 
turned down when made by Hitler in @ 
manner which should have convinced him 
that though he started this war Great Britain 
will nish it for him. Even in his uneasy 
speech pleading for a return to common 
sense the desire for peace is to be found—a 
peace which, however, would leave him with 
the spoils of wary—and there cannot be the 
slightest doubt that if a compromise peace 
were offered him,—something which is ine 
conecivable—Hitler would be only too glad 
to call this war off. But the war aims of 
Great Britain, the reasons why she accepted, 
with France ‘the challenge of the German 
invasion of Poland, involve a struggle for the 
liberation of nations at present the victims of 
Nazi violence and treachery. ‘The war will 
not be concluded until ‘those aims are 
achieved, and because of that the British will 
be in complete agreement with the enemy 
leaders that there will not, and cannot be 
‘any compromise peace. 

‘The remark that the conversations centred 
round the question of bringing Britain to 
her knees Is exactly one of those deep, re~ 
vealing glimpses into the obvious which are 
to be expected from the enemy leaders, No 
‘one for a moment believed that the assembly 
in Rome was for the purpose of considering 
anything else than the perpeiration of some 
new foulness, ‘The world has come to know 
its Nazis and Fascists, But it would be in- 
teresting to know what élse fhe enemy 
leaders discussed in the longest’ conference 
they have held since the war began; whether, 
for example Ribbentrop sought (0 explain to 
Ciano why the Blitzkrieg against Britain had 
not gone according to schedule, and why they 
were still at war after the alleged finishing 
date of August 15. If in Rome there is a 
tendency to cast some doubt upon the in= 
fallibility of der Fiihrer it will not be sur-

Quite clearly what must have beon dis- 
cussed at Rome was some means of obtaining, 
some successes to satisfy the enemy peoples 
who have been brought to the realization 
that Britain is not only fully capable of 
defending herself, but is carrying the war 
into their own territory. Weeks have passed 
since Hitler was able to announce any out- 
standing success. Various shifts have been 
resorted to as substilutes, particularly the 
latest endeavour by the German Press to 
stir up indignation over the bombing at 
Bielefeld,—a military objective as the site of 
important precision instrument factories. Tf 
the German anxieties cannot be allayed with 
stories of victories, they must be aroused 
to what, with them in their complete state 
of ignorance, must sem to them righteous 
indignation. “The tendeney of the enemy to 
magnify outpost engagements in Egypt into 
major engagements is an attempt to satisfy 
them with tales of victory. It is a thread- 
bare business, and while it may deceive the 
Germans andthe Italians, carries no convic~ 
tion to the outside world. But it must be 
remembered that the enemy have decided that 
there can be no compromise peace. ‘That is 
what Great Britain has been telling them all 
alori ‘ 














BLITZKRIEG FAILS 
Sept. 27. 

The Agures reproduced elsewhere of the 
comparative losses in the air of Britain anc 
Germany up to September 16 are indication 
enough that the Nazi blitzkrieg has failed. 
That is, of course, no proof that another 
blitzkrieg will not be attempted; on_ the 
contrary, it is highly probable that Field 
‘Marshal Goering will endeavour to benefit 
from the lessons his air force has been taught 
‘over Britain, and that a second attempt will 
be made. What he has learned up to now 
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3s that his hopes of smashing the Royal Aic| 
Force and making it comparatively innocuous 
during an invasion cannot be realised. ‘The 
RAF. has proved that it can give as good 
as it gets—and a little bit more into the bar- 
gain. According to unimpeachable sources, 
the British destroyed 3,021 German planer 
during the period between the declaration of 
war and August 6, this year. Some of these 
were fighters and’ some bombers, but taking 
an average of three airmen per plane—which 
5s surely legitimate—the loss to the Nazis in 
air personnel may be taken to be about 9,000 
men, From August 8 to September 16, the 
British shot down 1,799 Nazi planes for 
certain; 622 planes were destroyed, without 
Positive confirmation; and 785 planes were 
seriously damaged. It is estimated that the 
German air force in this period suffered a 
Joss of about 6,000 airmen, killed or 
captured. 

It should be emphasized that. these figures 
are conservative. There is no guesswork 
about the totals of those planes known to be 
shot down, and very little doubt about the 
claims of those believed to have been 
destroyed but whose loss is not officially con- 
firmed. They prove to be a striking contrast 
to the losses in the RAF. During the 
period between August 8 and September 16, 
the R.AF, lost 638 planes, from which 202 
airmen escaped safely, This figure includes 
the planes which were shot down during 
raids over Germany and during patrols of 
the North Sea and other areas, and there~ 
fore, on the basis of information received in 
Shanghai, it is not possible to make an esti~ 
mate of the number of airmen who have 
been killed. Some of the planes shot down 
‘were bombers, with crews varying from four 
to seven, but on the whole the British bomber 
losses have been amazingly small. The 
majority of the planes included in the 638 
Jost are single or double-seater fighters. Be 
that as it may, it will be seen that the Ger- 
man losses in planes during the blitzkrieg 
period were about four planes {o one British: 
‘while in personnel, during the same period, 
the losses were approximately fifteen to one. 
In spite of this tremendous sacrifice, the 
Nazig achieved virtually nothing. ‘The RAP. 
is now relatively stronger than it was at the 
beginning of August. Britain's war potential 
has hardly been touched. And Hitler’s pet 
schemes for invasion have for the moment 
been brought to nought. 

It Js only now, with the war in a tempor= 
arily static condition, with cach side hitting 
through its air force at the other, that a 
proper estimate of the prospects’ of the 
future can be made. Looking back, there 
can be little doubt that the Nazi venture 
into Norway was a mistake after all. Tt was 
successful up {o a point, but resulted in the 
Joss of nearly half the German navy, with 
Mittle (0 show for it, The occupation of Norway 
is employing a large number of German 
troops, and little is being got out of the coun- 
try. A warning of “fifth column tacties was 
given to the world, At the same time the 
Targest part ef the Norwegian mercantile 
marine has been put at the disposal of 
Britain, ‘The same applies to Denmark end 
Holland. If the Nazis had struck at Britatn 
immediately after the capitulation of the 
Netherlands army, they would have stood 
‘a good chance 6f dealing the Empire a severe 
blow. At that time the eream of the British 
army, some 350,000 troops, were on the Con= 
tinent and in no position to assist in the 
defence of their country. Belgium was known 
to be on the point of surrender, while the Nazi 
“Atth column” had sadly undermined France. 
A. swift attack on Britain at. that moment 
might have done an incredible amount of 
damage. 

But the Nazis chose the easier course. “ney 
turned on France. After the break through 
in the Ardennes, they may not have believed 
it possible that the Allied armies which were 
ut off could escape. And it was only due 
to the wonderful work of the RAF. and 
British and French navies, that the with- 
drawal from Dunkirk was successful. Never- 
theless, it would seem that the German High 
Command made another seriovs error in not 
turning their attention immediately to the 
British Isles. France could wait. French 
‘moral was uncertain; French resistance was 
being sapped from ‘the top. Once Britain 
had been given 2 mortal blow, the collapse 
of France was assured. The opportunity 
was lost. Britain today is stronger than at 
any moment since the Dunkirk episode. 
Invasion which might have been suecessful 
then, could only be undertaken now “with 
appalling losses,” according to the statement 
of a neutral. And all the while the balance 
is swinging steadily in favour of the last 
champion of the Democracies. 












































THE RIOM TRIALS 

P Sept. 27. 

With the transference of M. Daladier to| 
Riom, another French leader has been added 
to those already there awaiting their trial 
on charges of having plunged France into| 
the war unfitted for the struggle. That and 
‘a number of other charges have already been 
preferred against various former French 
Teaders. It is expected that these trials will 


last for weeks, and are designed for two pur- 
poses, the first, to provide the Petain Govern- 
‘ment with a number of scapegoats, and the 
second, to please, if that is at all possible, 
their German and Italian conquerors. There 
is probably a third motive for them, and) 
that is to provide a means of obtaining 
revenge on former political opponents. It is 
not a pleasing spectacle that the Vichy, 
Government is apparently preparing for the 
delectation of the world, for it must be quite 
apparent that what they are in fact en- 
deavouring to do is to cloak their own defec- 
tion by seeking to place the blame for 
Franee’s defeat upon those, who were, even 
when badly stricken, anxious to continue to 
the bitter end. 

Laval, never a very trustworthy politician, 
saw inthe defeat of the French army an 
‘opportunity to rise to power, and he succeed- 
ed in serving his own personnel ends by 
sabotaging what further resistance the French 
forces, properly and efficiently led, might! 
have been able to offer. Doubtless he secks| 
te please his German masters by putting the 
former leaders up for trial on a charge of| 
having started the war, for this would serve 
in the eyes of some—but certainly not the 
major portion of world opinion,—to corro- 
borate Hitler's parrot-like reiterations that 
he did not start the war, and in fact did not) 
desire it. But it is alla stunt, a piece of 
theatrical stage-dressing calculated to divert 
the attention of many French people from| 
the fact that the real betrayers of France are 
the people who are so enthusiastic about 
bringing these former leaders to trial. Thus 
while the antics at Riom may help to please 
Germany and Italy, it will not serve to con- 
vince even them, 


What sort of trial these unfortunate mer 
will receive remains to be seen. ‘The 
Supreme Court is presided over by an 
honourable magistrate, but some of his 
assistants may not prove to be as impartial 
fas they should. There is M. Ripert, a pro- 
Fascist professor, and M. Watteau noted for 
his close connection with General Duseigneur, 
@ Cagoulard, member of that body which 
formed the ‘terrorist organization of the 
Fascist International. It is unlikely that 
their decisions will be any different from 
those naturally to be expected from men of 
their political outlook. Indeed the result of 
the trials appears to be a foregone conelusion. 
As far back as the middle of August the 
Vichy papers were freely prophesying that 
M. Mandel woutd be sentenced to death, and 
that many of the other accused would receive 
years of imprisonment. What newspapers 
write prior to the commencement of a trial 
may or may not mean much, bit as the 
Vichy Government is clearly out for seape- 
goats, and such they must have, it does on 
this occasion acquire an added significance. 

‘The case of M. Daladier is indeed a sad 
ene. He will have arrayed against. him, 
probably as chicf witness, M. Bonnet, des- 
‘cribed by one observer as taking a “voluptuous 
pleasure” in treachery. To him M. Daladier

U.S. DECISIONS 
7 Sept. 


‘The recent notification by the United States, 
to the Japanese Government to the effect 
that it was jnterested in maintaining the’ 
status quo in Indo-China is now shown to] 
have been the forerunner of definite action 
by Washington if its hint were disregarded. 
‘The announcement of a U.S. $25,000,000 loan 
fo the Chinese National Government at 
Chungking has been followed with a fully 
embracing embargo on the export of all 
forms of scrap iron to all countries except 
Great Britain and the western hemisphere. 
With regard to the second the wideness of| 
its scope does not justify the Jepanese.con- 
tention that the embargo has been directed 
solely against Japan, for it is clear 
that it is equally applicable to Germany: 
and Italy, and indeed all those| 
countries through which the _ enemy. 
might seek to import scrap. But the loan’ 
undoubtedly shows exactly where the United 
States stand with regard to developments in 
the Far East, and the Japanese Government 
would do well to consider that fact. 











In_any estimate which outside observers: 
‘would seek to make of the political position 





of President Roosevelt, one fact has always 
{0 be borne in mind. His position is not the 
usually weak one of a President running for 
a further term but a very strong one, 
because he has been assured, by the state- 
ments of the Republican candidate for office, 
and other leaders, that his policy with regard 
to the war and the Far East is one which 
they support, and would follow were they 
to be successful in the cleetions next month. 
It may be, therefore, taken for granted that 
the loan to China is a fact which only re- 
mains to be accomplished, while with regard 
to the embargo, which concerns the European 
‘war just as much as it does Japan, there is 
no likelihood of its being raised. The 
arrangement reached between Japan and 
Indo-China with regard to the provision of 
certain military facilities to the former, might 
‘at any rate for the time being have solved 
that particular issue, but an unfortunate 
impression has been ‘created by the action 
of the Kwangtung army under General Ando 
in invading Tongking, and the bombing of 
Haiphong on Thursday. They are both alleged 
to have been due to misunderstandings, but 
It is to be regretted that they ever occurred. 

What the military extremists in Japan 
apparently fail to realize is that there are 
exceptionally powerful weapons, in the hands 
of those who would oppose their grandiose 
ambitions, which can be used short of going 
to war. ‘The embargo on scrap iron has 
created a sensation in Japan but it needs 10 
be emphasized that this only deals with an 
American export and that American imports. 
of Japanese goods have not yet been inter- 
fered with. It is the particularly vulnerable 
economic condition of Japan to which its 
leaders should pay particular attention 
when considering exactly how far they are 
prepared to push their plans. The war with 
China has during the past Unree years put a 
strain upon the Japanese economic structure 
which was never anticipated at the outcome 
of the struggle, and should Japanese policy 
oblige various large countries to follow a line 
calculated to deprive Japan of a large portion 
of her export trade, upon which she has to 
depend for her foreign exchange, a situation 
of the gravest seriousness might develop. 

There need be no fear that either Great 
Britain or the United States will play Hitler's. 

yme by becoming involved in the Far East 
‘as he would dearly like them to be. Much 
can be done short of going to war, and that 
would undoubtedly render extremely un- 
profitable the policies to which the Japanese 
extremists are secking to commit their coun- 
try. If, unfortunately, war ultimately re~ 
sulted, it would be just as difficult for Japan 
to carry the struggle to her potential enemies 
as it would be for them to take it to her. 
But it is to be hoped that that will not come 
about. It is hoped that even at this late 
hour wiser counsels will prevail at Tokyo, 
though a German-Japanese alliance to a 
certain extent discounts that wish. But one 
thing is certain: whatever immediate benefits 
it is hoped to obtain, by following an extremist 
policy, they ean at the very best be only 
temporary. Permanent settlement of ques~ 
tions in the Far East will only be possible 
when Germany and Italy are defeated. 



































WALKERS ON WATER 


Sept. 28. 

Amongst the lighter stories whieh this war 
has produced is undoubtedly the latest from 
Berlin to the effect that specially sclected 
super-soldiers—it was always alleged that 
at German soldiers were super—were being 
trained for the coming invasion of Britain, 
and that tens of thousands of men were 
being taught to use “water permitting 
the men to skate over the water at the rate 
of about five-and-a-half miles an hour. The 
water skis are described as being made of 
cork two metres long and fifty centimetres 
wide. ‘The story is a good one. General von 
Sceckt is reported to have seen Chinese 
gymnasts performing on the Yangtze, and, 
returning to Germany in 1936 submitted the 
idea to Admiral Raeder. This particular 
method of walking on water is by no means 
as recent as the writer of the story would 
have his readers believe, for similar apparatus, 
has been devised and known in other coun- 
tries for a very considerable time past. 

‘The story is not an impossible one. The 
feat of travelling over the water in this way 
has been performed by a large number of 
people, but chiefly with skis which have 
resembled the floats of seaplanes. With them 
men have been able to progress comparative 
ly slowly, and because of that it has never 
commended itself as the sport its originators 
thought it. would be. Now the German 
“super-soldier” is said to be able to skate 
over the water at a rate double that at 
‘hich the British “Bobby” nightly prowls 
his beat. Even then a gentle stroll from 
to Dover, the shortest distance which 
the newly-equipped German invader would 
have to cover would take about four hours, 
even if he could make such a speed which 
is exceedingly doubttul, especially carrying. 
the equipment which would be necessary 
when, if ever, he reached the British shores, 
and possibly some time before that.

The message reporting this new scheme 
emanates from Derlin, and, giving away what 
eppears to be a military secret, it is astonish 
ing, that it was allowed to pass the censors.

Without a doubt this is quite one of the 
best pieces of fiction which fabricators under 
the imaginative Goebbels have produced since 
the war began. But he will probably for- 
give the world—if there is any such ability 
to do so in his perverted make-up~if it 
refuses {0 place much credence in this 
amusing piece of propaganda. Walking on 
water is quite possible, but whether the 
“skis” are made of cork or any other light 
material they are so clumsy as to impede the 
progress of the walker, no matter how well 
trained, or how “super” he may be. Neverthe- 
less it should prove an interesting sight to 
see the cork-soled Armada set out from 
Calais on their long trudge across the Chan 
nel, especially if a fairly strong wind came 
up, for of a truth it would soon be scattered, 
‘The only real chance of success which scems 
at all possible for the moment is for the 
Germans to resort to thelr refrigeration 
scheme—in which they were going to freeze 
Great Britain into a solid block—cover the 
Channel with ice and just march across. But, 
perhaps, this water “walking story is no 
nearer the truth than Goebbels’ earlier in= 
ventions including the foregoing, and the 
scheme to anwsthetize the whole of Britain 
for a fortnight and then move in. 












































THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE 
Sept. 30. 
The announcement of a formal alliance 
between Germany, Italy and Japan on Friday 
night. despite ali the impressiveness with 
which it was made, lost most of its dramatic 
effect, because it was something which could 

















have been anticipated ever since Japan 
Joined the two other countries in the 
Anti-Komintern Pact, which — incidentally 
Hitler threw over direetly it suited him to 





do so, The younger military clement in 
Japan have succeeded in stampeding the 
country into an alliance which ean do Japan 
no earthly good whatever, and may serve to 
inevease its responsibilities. Neither Ger 
many, nor Italy, individually or collectively, 
im possibly assist Japan while the British 
avy exists. Japan is just as completely 
olated as ever she was, and has entered 
to a baryain from which she can reap no 
benefits, though Hitler undoubtedly hopes 
that he'will be able to avail himself of the 
country’s services in order to pull the chest= 
nuts out of the fire of his own making. 
With the extension of the number of his 
Allies, and consequently of those who hope 
to share the spoils of the victory he still 
vainly hopes to obtain, Hitler has clearly 
shown desperation over the failure of the 
aerial attacks on Great Britain, He has 
realized that the heart of the Empire is 
sound, and that the only chance is for him 
to strike elsewhere. ‘The Blitzkrieg has 
failed, and he has been foreed 0 the uncom- 
fortable realization that he will after all have 
to fight the long war which Britain has prom= 
{sed him all along he would, Hence the 
mountains have been in labour and have 
brought forth the ridiculous mouse offi 
state of affairs wh 
al along. Tts announcement 
has created no dismay either in Great Bri 
the United States of America, and, 
cause it has been expected for a long time 
past, makes no radical change in the exist= 
ing situation. Tt cannot be expected to bluff 
shington into changing a poliey whieh has 
been adopted after the exhaustion of a 
patience which has been remarkably for 
bearing, and as a factor likely to influence 
the outcome of the European war is surely 
not to be overestimated. 

If the opinion is held in some quarters that 
the United States would not fight if such a 
course were forced upon her, it is as well 
to remember that certain of Hitler's advisers 
held the same opinion regarding Britain and 

invasion, In this connection it is 
1 to note that authoritative quar- 
ters in Tekyo express the opinion that Japan 
does not intend immediately to enter the 
struggle, It is to be hoped that the Japanese 
Government will continue in that intention, 
‘for the inreads which have been made into 
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Japan's ceonomie resources, the poverty 
which has already been brought upon the 
country and the exorbitant demands which 
would have to be made if Japan were to 
enter the struggle would have the effect 
eventually,—and that at a not too far distant 
date—of ‘completely “ruining the country. 
Even if she were on the winning side. which 
is doubtful in the extreme, the profits she 
could hope to make would’ not prevent the 
country going through many years of suffer~ 
ing, as witness the fact that Manchoukuo 
hhas not yet made any return on the invest 
ment which Japan sought to make there 
commencing in 1992, Should Japan be so| 
misguided by Germany and Italy, who have 
indeed proved her evil geniuses, as to resort 
to war the economic fabrie of’ the country’ 
‘would be brought to the verge of ruin. Her 
greatly reduced export trade would be 
wiped out, and it would be only with 
her shrunken resources that she would 
be able to carry on. It is to be scen then 
that the defeat of the moderate element in 
Japan may in the long run prove seriously 
harmful to the future of the country, for any 
frustration of the grandiose ambitions of the 
military extremists cannot but bring about 
the complete economic collapse of the coun- 
‘try, and entail years of hardship to the people 
Before they could be extricated from the: 
morass into which their hotheads are plung~ 
ing them. ‘That is what the country. faces 
inthe likely event of a British vietory. 
‘The long-sighted view is for Japan to keep 
out of this struggle, as it is hoped she stil 
may; the short-sighted will be to go along 
‘on present lines. 

The special inducement appears to have 
been the prospect that Germany might use 
her good offices in improving the relations 
between Japan and Russia, ‘That might be 
possible, but it Is an exceptionally’ slender 
foundation upon which to build what may 
possibly turn out {0 be a war policy. Japan 
claims to be fighting Communism in China, 
Russia is interested in the extension of that 
political doctrine, so. that though for some 
temporary expedient the two countries might 
the brought toyether in some sort of uneasy 
understanding, there is little prospect of it 
having anything of permaneney about it. 
What then would happen were Japan so mis 
ulded as to participate in a war against one, 
or possibly two great Powers? Is it to be 
believed thit the Kremlin, which has never 
abandoned its Far Eastern ambitions, would 
fail to take advantage of the position which 
Would then be created? It is not to be be- 
lieved for one moment that M. Stalin, whose 
policy, during these last few years, and 
especially since August, 1989, has been con- 
ducted with an eye to the offchance, would 
refrain from taking advantage of any situa- 
tiow which might thereby be created. ‘The 
‘opportunist policies which have been followed 
by Germany, Italy and Russia clearly ine 
dicate that even if Germany did succeed in 
improving the relations between Russia and 
Japan they would be of the most fragile 
quality, terminable directly Russian self 
intorest dictated such a step. Tt is impossible 
to escape the conclusion that the young! 
military elements in Japan have been sold a 
pig in a poke, a very unsatisfying animal at 
that, and one’ which can bring the Japanese 
ho profit whatever. Mussolini sought to keep 
‘out of the European struggle as long. as pos 
sible, Tt was eminently more profitable to 
maintain an attitude of non-belligereney and 
reap the rewatds of so doing, but Haly was 
forced to enter the war just when it was least 
necessary that she should do so. Tt would 
he a trayedy if Japan is misled into doing 
the same thing. She has not done so yet, and 
may even now escape doing so, but if she is 
to ‘sticceed in preventing the’ extension of 
the European struggle into a world war the 
counsels of the moderates will again have to 
prevail. 


























BACK TO NORMAL 
Sept. 30. 

After some days of being held up Shang= 
hai's trae has resumed its normal activitic 
thanks to the negotiations which were ear 
through so successfully on Saturday. While 
details of the settlements have not been 
vouchsafed the public, it appears that a com- 
promise has been reached. “Strike” is a 
misnomer for what actually took place, fo 
there is evidence available to show that the 
employees of the public utilities involved, the 
buses and trams in the International Settle~ 
ment, and the French Concession, and more:

attention of all concerned. During the last 
three years they have become increasing! 
grave, and generally by reason of causes over 
which the local authorities, whether Chinese 
or foreign, appear to have little or no con- 
trol. The’ inordinately high price of rice, 
housing shortage, the exorbitant rentals, 
charged by tenants to sub-tenants, to mention. 
but three outstanding factors, have seriously 
prejudiced the living conditions of all working, 
class Chinese, and it is feared, because no re- 
lief appears in sight, that the situation may. 
become even worse than it is at present. That 
is a fact which will have to be faced with 
the determination that justice shall be done, 
‘a3 far as possible to all classes which go to 
make up the population of Shanghai. 

While it is intolerable that outside in- 
fluences should endeavour to come between 
employer and employee, it is surely the 
wisest thing for the former to make as sure 
fas he possibly can that such influences shall 
not have the chance to intervene. Old ideas 
‘as to what shall be the proper remuneration 
for labour will have to undergo profound 
changes, not the least of which will neces- 
sitate the adoption of a greater degree of 
flexibility in meeting new situations as they 
arise. Indeed, it may prove to be the wisest 
course to seek to anticipate developments 
rather than wait through weeks of discontent 
until out of sheer desperation labour lends 
itself to the machinations of those who seck 
fo fish in troubled waters. The Industri 
Section of the Shanghai Municipal Council 

already providing very useful data which 
should enable employers to mect changing 
conditions. Its reports on the cost of Ii 
for Shanghai workers (Chinese) are admit 
ably prepared, and though there must natur~ 
ally be some lapse of time between the ex- 
istence of conditions dealt with and the 
issuance of the reports, they should, if in- 
telligently applied, greatiy assist employers in 
maintaining satisfaction amongst their labour. 
What this implies is fully realized, but it 
must become an axiom, especially ‘in. such 
times as these, that the burdens ereated by 
entirely unprecedented conditions shall not 
fall upon one or two classes, but shall be| 
shouldered by all sections of the community. 





























ST. MARTIN’S SUMMER 
Oct. 

The British Navy has issued a timely 
warning to the effect that the approach ot 
autumn and winter docs not necessarily mean 
that the danger of Britain being invaded will 
disappear. The weather which has been fine 
for some time past is showing signs of breaks 
{ng up and the present opportunity of using 
flat-bottomed boats,—and it maybe added 
water walking troops!—is passing. But that 
Js not the end of the danger. ‘Those who 
have iived for any length in the south of 
England will recall that, despite the cone 
sistently heavy weather which prevails for 
the greater part of the autumn and winter, 
there are days when the sea. is mirror-like 
in its smoothness. ‘Those periods, fortunately 
do not last long and, though the enemy might 
take advantage of them, the task of maine 
taining and supplying thelr troops when they 
have landed, if they over do, will again. be: 
rendered difficult by the recurrence of dirty 
weather. “What is eertain Is that during the 
coming months bad weather will prevail; and 
the enemy cannot expect to have halcyon 
days for any great length of time. 














An important point is made in the state- 
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objectives, and the fact, that 
those ports and others under German control 
have been persistently bombed, indicates full 
realization of the enemy's intention and the. 
British determination not to be misled. ‘There 
are plenty of reports to hand to show that 
very serious damage has been done to the 
various coneentration points from which

‘One of the reasons why it may be expected 
that there will still be some time before an 
invasion is attempted, is to be found in the 
fact that owing to the policy of endeavour- 
ing (0 strike terror into the population of| 
London the south and south-cast of England 
not received all the bombing attenti 
ecessary’ to pave the way. The extensive: 
defence works which have been created 
during the last few months have not been 
attacked in any-great force, and it is interest- 
ing to note that despite German claims to 
the contrary the large number of air-ficlds 
n the south and south-east have not been’ 
rendered hors de combat. Part of the 
German scheme of endeavouring to drive 
British fighters and intercepters further in 
land has completely failed up to the present 


























with the result that there is nothing to: 
guarantee the enemy that it will have the 








necessary local superiority in the air which 
will be just as necessary for the invasion of 
Britain as it was for the evacuation of 
Dunkirk. 

‘Thus while there are grounds for believing 
that Hitler may hold up his long expected 
invasion of Britain until the spring, it is 
apparent that the Navy is taking nothing for 
granted, and are determined not to relax 
their vigilance for one moment. It is clear’ 
that Hitler would lose so much prestige if 
he failed to attempt an invasion thet one 
is to be expected sooner or later, and he will 
undoubtedly endeavour to import an element 
of surprise into his attack in order to give 
it the best chance of succeeding. A calm 
foggy day may give him his opportunity, 
but that fact is fully recognized by the 
defenders of Great Britain who would not 
hesitate to take advantage of the obscurity 
which would thus be afforded. But the 
enemy needs several such days in succession 
in order to throw sufficient troops into Bri- 
tain to stand the slightest chance against the 
defensive might which is mustered there, and 
while the warning of the Navy is a timely’ 
‘one and likely to inspire the greatest con- 
Adence in it, the fact still remains that a 
fairly tong period of calm is necessary, if 
Hitler is to have the slightest chance ‘of 
‘even landing. That may come in St. Martin's 
‘Summer, beginning shortly before the Sun 
enters Scorpio, and that is towards the end 
of the present month, 











WORLD REVOLUTION 
Oct. 1. 

Mr. Sumner Welles, US. Under-Secretary 
of State, hit the nail on the head on Saturday 
in his speech at Cleveland, when he said 
what humanity is witnessing today is not 
another Great War. but a world revolution, 
the struggle of what is lowest in human 
nature against what is finest, of barbarism 
against civilization, of darkness against light. 
IC it is necessary to define which countries 





are playing the various roles it is 
sufficient to remember that the Govern- 
ment of the United States with the 


approval of Congress, and it is believed the 
majority of the American people, is com- 
mitted to a policy of giving Great Britain 
all material support and assistance, through 
the furnishing of supplies and munitions to 
the British Empire. And why? Because as 
‘Mr, Welles says “Alone the British people, 
with heroism worthy of the tradition of that 
brave people, are defending successfully 
thelr homes and liberties. —the same liber 
ties which free men cherish everywhere.’ 
The war aims of the enemy have been freely 
stated. They amount to the division of the 
world along lines best suited to serve their 
own interests after the dismemberment of the 
British Empire. 

‘There has been an agitation for some time 
in favour of Britain declaring what aims she 
has in view after this war has been brought 
to a successful conclusion. There is no 
reason why she should do so, and many why 
she should not at the present juncture. 
Obviously the first and immediate aim of the 
British Empire is to destroy the menace to 
civilization which Hitler has forged during 
his seven years of office. When that has 
been achieved the time will come to take 
stock of a sadly battered world, and to 
endeavour to build a new international 
structure which will ensure peace for a con- 
siderable time to come, 
That will not be by th ion of war 
aims in an atmosphere of universal hostility, 

ng which can only be 
possible when the heat of battle has subsided. 
What Hitler would clamp about the necks 
of humanity were he ever to succeed in his 
infamous schemes can readily be understood 
from all that has happened in Germany since 
he obtained power. 

‘The German has been reduced to a state 
of helotry, deprived of all the liberties for 
which mankind has struggled for centuries, 
terrorized, and robbed of individuality and 
reduced to the status of the ant in the: 
heap. Nations which have been overrun are 
being treated in the same manner, brutal 
persecution being the means whereby Hitler 
hopes to attain his end. The same is planned 
for the rest of the free peoples of the world, 
and there need be no doubt about it that, 
if that evil man were to prevail, civilization, 
which has been slowly and arduously built 
up by mankind, would disappear and the 
clock put back centuries. It would mean. 
that the doctrine that man was created for 
the State would supersede that which holds: 
that the Slate was created for man, and: it 
short what the leaders of the aggressor States 
contemplate is the subjection of the world 
to the condition to which they have reduced 
their own people. ‘The attempt has already’ 
led to the almost complete destruction of 
the rule of law throughout the world, and an 
attempt to institute in its place the rule of] 
force. What the democracies who resisted 
Hitler entered the struggle for was to prevent 
that coming about. Why Britain continues 
the struggle is not only in self-defence, 










































though that is a paramount consideration, 
but to ensure that the. world shall again be 
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“Unto the Least of These. . . .” 


His Holiness the Pope has undertaken special 
work for relieving the condition of French 
prisoners of war and Is establishing an organtza- 
tion to reopen communications between prisoni- 
fers and their families. For so busy a man, Who 
is also in only frail health, to initiate such a 
work is remarkable testimony to his sympathy 
and to the inspiration of Christianity. whieh 
lies behind it. The conditions in France as they 
affect prisoners of war and refugees are de- 
plorable, For that no one but the Nazis is to 
blame, ‘Tens of thousands of refugecs were 
driven from their homes, machine-gunned while 
{in flight along crowded highways, and left des- 
titute in the eare of a government which had 
bbeen reduced to desperation. There was, there- 
fore, a double anxiety in every family; that 
felt by the parents and relatives over the fate 
of their soldier son, and that felt by the soldier 
son over the fate ‘of ‘his parents, In the con- 
fusion “which reigned, neither could. know 
what had happened to the other ; on the top of 
indescribable physical privations was added this 
tragic worry, to relieve which is an inestimable 
fact of merey. The International Red Cross has 
already done most valuable work in this direc 
tion, Details of how they have attempted to 
‘cope with the chaotic situation In Europe have 
not yet reached Shanghai. It is presumed that 
the organization being set up by the Pope will 
be supplementary to that already existing, how= 
ever. Even if not, sympathizers are assured that 
this is a task in which it is impossible to ha 
too many collaborators, Tt shotld not be for~ 
gotten thot there are thousands of Frenchmen 
now cooped up behind barbed wire barricades, 
who Init down their arms because they. 
were ordered to and not because they “wanted 
to. Any attempt to assist in their misery must 
be welcomed, His Holiness had experience of 
relieving this distress during the last war, when 
he was Papal Nunelo at Munich, He, therefore, 
knows what is wanted. The circumstances of 
these prisoners of war today are, of course, in~ 
finitely worse than they were In Germany’ be- 
tween 1914 and 1918, and the teachings of the 
Nazis are in direct opposition to those of the 
Chueh. Nevertheless It is probable that_much 
good will result from the lead given by the 
Vatican, and the Nazis are not likely to impede 
any outside efforts which may free them of 
some of thelr responsibilities to their captive

French Police Foreed to Open Fire When 
Situation Becomes Grave ; Striker Wounded 


EVERAL persons were injured in the course of the day yester- 
day when strikers of the Compagnie Francaise de Tramways 
iques de Shanghai, the French concern that 

operates trams and buses in the Concession, attacked the non- 
striking personnel who maintained a skeleton service along Avenue 
The attackers. however 
in every case the French Police managed to make arrests. with

One Chinese police constable was 
hurt by a. striker wielding. an iron 
dar, while two passengers of a tram, 
travelling along Avenue Jottre were 
badly burned when a striker threw 
guleldime sta motorman, but missed 
him and caused injuries to the pas- 
sengers' eyes, Both men were taken 
to @ hospital, One striker was also 
wounded when a French police patrol 
was forced to fire to disperse a crowd 
‘of thirty strikers who had attacked 
a tam in Avenue Dubai. 

Barly Attack 


‘The first incident took place at 
about 6am, A route No. 10 t:am 
was attacked Uy several strikers at 
the intersection of Avenue Dubai and 
Rue Lafayette, ‘The strikers boarded 
‘the tram and started to altack & con 
ductor when the policemen, detailed 
for protection to every vehicle, 
persed them and srrested the ring= 
ender. 5 

Fifteen minutes tater another tram 
in Avene Dubai) was stopped by a 
‘erowd of thirty strikers, the majority 
‘of whom were armed with fron rods 
fand stones. The strikers forced the 
tram to stop near Rue Pere Froe and 
commenced to assault the personnel 
‘and the policemen in the vehicle, as 
Well as to smash all the windows, 
The three policemen in the tram 
could not overcome the attackers, but 
f police patrol, called out to’ the 
Beene, finally arrested the strikers 
and took them to Poste Central in 
Rue Stanislas Chevalier. Before ar~ 
resting the strikers, a veritable battle 
took place in which a Chinese i 
sable’ sustained a slight wound when 














he was hit with an iron rod by one 
of the strikers. 
‘Confronted with a_ determined 


bateh' of discontented employees, the 
French police patrol was forced to 
fire into the ait. One of the shots 
hit a steiker and he had to be taken 
to a hospital with wound in the hip. 
‘The rest of the crowd was arrested. 
Quicklime ‘Thrown, 

‘The third incident took place in 
Avenue Joffre, near the comer of 
Rue Vouillemont, at 845 a.m. when 
three or four strikers attempted to 

the tram, Failing to do s0, the 
misereants started throwing quicktime 
ft the motorman, The latter exeaped 
unseathed, but {wo Chinese passen- 
ers were burned in the face, Both 
Wwere taken for treatment to ‘a hos 
pitah, while a striker was arrested. 

‘There were no more incidents dur- 
ing the remainder of the day ond 
tho skeleton service was continued 
without a hiteh, 

‘An_ official of the company stated 
yesterday afternoon that the number 
Of trams running in the Concession 
had been inereased by seven. making 
total of thirty trams in operation, 
These are, just as on the first day 
of the Walkout, served by the per 
fonnel who refed to be intimidated,

No Change in Settlement 

No changes in the tramway and 
bus strikes inthe ‘Settlement had 
been noted yesterday, and an oficial 
ff the Shanghai Eleetrie Construction 
Company stated yesterday that no 
further developments had taken place 
inge. the last meeting between the 
representatives of the strikers and the 
‘administration of the company. It 
Was then stated that an agreement 
would have been reached had it not 
been for politieal influences, exerting 
pressure Against. settlement. 

‘Similar ‘conditions existed, at the 
China General Omnibus “Company 
where the employees, including the 
Mice. staf, walked out on , Tuesday 
morning. ‘The deadlock enstied after 
the administration of the company 
failed (o agcept all the clemancds pre- 
Sented by the strikers. “Some of 
these, the management claimed, were 
absolutely out of the question. 

'No seriolis disturbances took place 
at the bus depot in Connaught oad, 
where Settlement Police are on duty

ward incidents, ‘The Italian Marines.

Medicine Shop Workers 
Go on Strike 


Shanghai Sept. 25. 

Hundreds of sick Chinese in Shang- 
hai_were affected yesterday when 
employees of the Zee Chung Dao 
Medicine Shop in Avenue Road and 
all its branches in both foreign areas 
allied a general strike.

Food Prices Still 
Tnereasing

the 
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Slight Decrease in 
Crime Last Month 


Shanghai, Sept. 27. 

Nearly 2800 cases of crime were 
investigated by the Shanghai Mu 
cipal Police in August, according to 
the Police report for the month. This 
represents a decrease of 66. in’com- 
parison with the eases for July, and 
fan inerease of 104 over the figure for 
the corresponding period of last year. 
Arrests for crimes committed in the 
month show ‘an inerease, 1,732 per= 
sons having been detained in August, 
compared with 1,724 in July. In 
taddition to these arrests for erimes in 
the month, 208 persons were taken 
info ‘eustody’ for offences committed 
in previous months, while 43 were 
arrested on behalf of other authori- 
‘OF the arrests made in August, 69 
were for complicity in armed. rob- 
berles, 27 firearms and a quantity of 
ammunition being seized. ‘The Head- 
quarters Nareotie Section carried out 
14. ralds, and arrested  §5 persons. 
Police Siation staffs dealt with 39 
hnareotie cases, and arrested 82 per~ 
sons, In connection with these 
arrests, 189 ounces of opium and 24 
Ounces of heroin were seized. 

Properly valued at $003,077 was 
alleged to have been stolen; of this

Local View on 
Axis Pact 


Shanghai, Sept, 29. 
‘The tripartite alliance signed 
Berlin between Germany, Italy and 
Japan will not help either Germany 
‘or Japan but it ix a great advantage 
to China. ‘This sums up the editorial 
opinion of the "Chinese American 
Daily News” a leading Chinese daily 
In Shanghai. Great Britain and the 
United States formerly tried to mect 
Japan half way, fearing that she 
might be united with Germany but 
now they will go ahead fearlessly 
helping China to win her war, the 

paper states. 

‘The fear of Japan's participation 
in the war on the German side has 
delayed “chastisement™ from Demo- 
cracies against Japan, it is slated, but 
the new pact signed in Berlin allows: 
Japan to lead the way of creating a 
new. order” in Asia which cannot 
be folerated by Great Britain and the 
United States. ‘The writer predicts 





























that the two democracies will strugele 
‘against. Japan, using their “full 
strength.” 


“While friends and enemies in the 
For East are thus made clearer, the 
most effective way of dealing ‘with 
Japan short of an apparent attack is 
to give material help to China to 
enable her to win the war against 
Japan, besides carrying out embargo 
meastires.” the paper states. With 
China determined to fight and with 
Sbviet “Russia stretching a helping 
hand besides Great Britain and the 
United States it Is not too optimistic 
to hope that China will win the war, 
it is explained. 

It the new treaty was signed when 
Germany did not’ delay her action 
‘against Great Britain proper it would 
have been indeed troublesome to the 
United States to move her fleet from 
the Pacifie {o the Atlantic but as 
tatters now stand Great Britain ean 
handle Germany single-handed with 
material supplies pouring in from

Then we come to that class of gas 
which we know attack the eyes and 
they are called the Lachrymators or 
tear gases. ‘These gases” in small 
concentrations will cause the eyes to 
‘water and when the concentration is 
increased the watering of the eyes 
will be accompanied by a ‘smarting’ 
condition and pain. In ‘very high 
concentrations the ‘throat and even 
the chest will be affected and vomit- 
ing will ensue. ‘The one redeeming. 
feature about the use of this type of 
gs is this—that the patient will re- 
cover with much rapidity when re- 
moved from the contaminated at- 
‘mosphere into clean air. This fea- 
ture has made it possible for its use 
in police work and we Know that 
it has been extensively used by the 
police the world over for dislodging 
suspected criminals. from places 
where they have sought security and 
where they have made access to 
them diffieutt. 

“The treatment for patients affect- 
ced by this type of gas is simple; re- 
move them from the affected arco 
into clean alr, and bathe the eyes in 
warm water. 

“Chemically the tear gases are’ 
dinicult to recognize, possibly the 
most dimeult of all the war gases, 
‘There are five main tear gases that 
‘may be used and while it is dimult 
to recognize them chemically, yet 
their effect on persons are eas 
‘cognized, and on that basis can action, 
bbe taken with speed. 

"These gases are fortunately rapidly 
destroyed by hydrolysis with an 
sleohotic alkali and for the most 
part by a strong oxydising agent. 


Damage Beyond Nostrils 


“We come now to the nose irrit- 
ants and the vesicants. To speak of 
these gases as nose irritants is not 
quite correct in so much as. thelr 
Fange of damage extends far beyond | 
the nose. ‘The more correct name 
for this group would be the blister 
ses. These may be gases, solids or 
liquids which damage any’ part of] 
the body with which they come into| 
contact. The chief effects of these| 
gases are acute conjunctivitis, dam- 
age to the nose, nausea, vomiting. 
burning of the exposed surfaces of! 
the body. and this is followed by 
severe biistering and inflamation of| 
the trachea and the bronchi. 
“When we think of this group of 
gases: the first name that jumps into’ 
my mind is the name of mustard gas, 
ighlorodiethy! sulphide. This gas 
was used extensively during the last| 
war and did considerable damage 
fore the means of combatting it were 
fully developed. tt was the only gas 
of this type then used. It is thought 
that if gas warfare develops to any| 
reat extent in this present war that 
this gas will again be used. But we! 
can assure ourselves of this, that the 
authorities are well prepared for its| 
reception and there is no danger of 
the authorities being caught unaware | 
for our decontaminating squads are 
lly trained and have been thus ready 
ra long period of time. Mustard 
gas is a heavy, yellowish brown thick. 
liquid whieh possesses a faint garlie 
nell, this is mot very pronounced 
but definite enough to the trained:

‘on September 27, they suddenly 
closed thelr doors. although gambling, 
houses nearby kept their doors open.

Gang of Abductors Broken Up 


Ten Members Responsible for Seizure of 100 Boys ; 
Victims Usually Transported to Amoy, South Seas 


Shanghai, Sept. 29. 


JURING the period April 7 io April 11, 1940, as a result of 

enquiries by detectives of the S. M. Police five male Chinese 
and five female Chinese were arrested at various addresses within 
the Eastern District of the Settlement and the French Concession, 


while four small boys all under 


seven years of age were found, 


each of whom had been abducted from either the International 
Settlement or the French Concession (since identified by their res- 
pective parents) by members of a gang, of which the ten persons| 
arrested by detectives of the Police were members. 


‘This gang worked on an extensive scale, specializing in the|” 


abduction of young boys under eight years of age, from Shanghai. 
Members of this gang usually made friends with the boy whom it 


was intended to abduct whilst 


he was playing on the streets, 


giving him sweets and then leading him away where he was handed 
over to the care of a female member of the gang. 


Arrangements were then made for 

transportation of the abducted boys 
tov Amos, where they were sold 
through a specially organized agency 
believed to be “directed by two 
Formosans in Amoy. During the 
‘course of enquiries relative to the ac 
Aivities of this gang 49 photographs of 
Doys were obtained, these photographs 
being necessary to obtain f "pass" for 
travelling to Amoy~24 of these photo- 
graphs ave. been identified by the] 
Parents of abdueted boys. 

‘In addition to the seizure of the 
photographs of abducted boys a large 
‘uoniity of clothing was seized, which 
Was the original clothing of the abe 
Aueted children previous” to thelr 
transportation to Amoy. »Tdentifeas 
tion Was made by ihe parents in res- 
pect 10 28 sels of boys clothing. In 
fn endeavour to trace these abducted 
boys, photoxraphs and descriptions of 
‘them ‘have been circulated to the 
Police of Amoy, Hongkong and Macao, 
requesting their assistance in locating 
the missing boys, while the eo-opera= 
tion of the Amoy Police was obtained 
in an effort to trace the receivers of

100 Boys Abducted 

‘The ten members of this gang res- 
ponsible for the abduction of more 
‘than 100 boys from the International 
Settlement “and French Concession 
were charged with this offence and 
‘upon final appearance at the Shang~ 
hat Specia} District Court on May 9, 
1040, were, with the exception of one 
femate who was found not guilty, sr 
tenced to terms of from twelve to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment. All ten 
members of this gang were handed 
ever to the French Pollee for further 
trial, 

With the co-operation of the Amoy 
Police, detectives were sent to Amoy 
fon Avgust 4, in an endeavour to trace 
the abducted boys and to cause the 
‘arrest of _members of this gang res- 
ponsible for the receiving and sale of 
the abdueted boys. 

‘On August 10, 1040, a ship's watch- 
‘man of the ss. Tiisadane (Java-China- 
Japan line) arrested a Chinese female 
‘in possession of two boys who, sub 
‘sequent enquiries revealed, had. been 
abducted from the Eastern District of

‘The disposal of the Formosans has 
Been ‘left to the discretion of the 
Japanese Police in Amoy, little direet 
‘evidence having been obtained that 
would definitely connect them as.

The two male and_ two 
female Chinese extradited to Shang- 
hai have been artaigned before the

‘Eraphs in the local Chinese press and 
with the assistance of Missing Per- 
sons Scetion to locate the parents of 
the other boys. Rore than 100 photo- 
graphs of children who had” been 
found by Hongkong Police under:

received from Hongkong but none of 
these photographs have. been identi 
fied in Shanghai.

Another commandeered taxi was 
used in a kidnapping ease when three 
farmed men abducted Wut Yung-tong, 
seven-year old son of a Chinese 
shop-Keeper at 1420 Ferry Road, at 
10 pam. yesterday.

‘Shanghai. Twas one of the frst. to| 
back up Me. Hisp's original letter 
advocating D.S:T., and nobody would| 
ike it to continue next year more 
than myself. However. ‘one must| 
ook at it from a. businesslike point 
‘of view, and accept the wishes of 
the majority, Apart from numerous 
Chinese flrms which have either stay 
ed on, or gone back to, Customs 
‘Timo, It seoms that proof of the un 
popuiarity of D.S.7. among the! 
Chinese working-man is furnished by 
the fact that afer repeated requests 
from thelr Chinese employees, who 
number tome 7,000, the factories of 
fone of the largest’ British flems in 
Shanghai have returned to Customs 
Time since September 1. 

‘This may not in itself be sensa~ 
tional, but tne reasons given are at 
east interesting, and have certainly 
not, to my knowledge, appeared in| 
your columns, A friend of mine in 
this company tells me that when Day- 
ight Saving ‘Time was introduced a. 
deputation of employees came and 
registered a protest. ‘This was sus 
pected of being the usual Chinese| 
dislike of anything new. and was dis 
‘missed ag stich, especially when the 
Spokesman stated that the main ob- 
Jection the employees had was th 
they lost one hour's sleep, ‘The ob- 
vious answer which occurs to the| 
foreign mind was given, namely, that 
fone naturally goes to ‘bed an ‘hour 
earlier at night to make up for it. 
‘Then came tho surprising answer 
that this was impossible. Tt appears. 
that in the summer the working-class 
Chinese do not go to bed by the clock, 
‘or by the sun, butt by the temperature. 
Houses, especially at present, are 50 
‘overcrowded. that everybody" hangs 
Found. the stroots “until it "is. cool 
enough to go to bed. Tt Is, therefore. 
obvious that as Daylight Saving Time 
ean make no difference to the tem= 
perature, It cannot affect the hour of 
going to bed, but it vory definitely 
affects the hour of getting up! 

‘Moreover, it must be remembered 
that most Shanghai factories start at 
6 or 6.30 am, and by the time a 
Chinese has fot up, ‘prepared the.

After pleading guilty to a charge 
of selling. milk at 125/3 Wayside 
Road to. German. Jewish refugees 
without a Ueence on five oceasion: 
Chenjel Singh, Sikh watchman, told 
Mr. C. H. Haines, the Registrar, in 
HM. Police Court yesterday that 
he had committed the offence to 
‘augment his wages of $45 a month 
which he declared were insufMelent 
owing to the high cost of living. He 
‘was fined $20 for not having a licence 
and an additional $20 for a continu 
tion of the offence on four different 
‘occasions, the fine being reckoned at 
$5 for each occasion, 

Defendant said he did not know a 
Heence was required and had not 
heard that other members of the local 
Sikh community had been fined for 
the same offence. He informed the 
court that he was obtaining fifteen 
pounds of milk daily from 320 
Chemulpo Road ‘outside the Settle- 
ment and peddling it in the Settie- 
ment. 

He pleaded not guilty to an add 
tional ‘charge of being in. possession 
of adulterated milk for the purpose 
of sale on August 20, at the same 
address, Mr. P. Watkin Williams 
prosecuted for the Public Health 
Department of the Munteipal Coun. 

in both cases. The second charge 
‘was brought under Section 24 of the 
Food and Drugs Act of 1928. 
wpector G. V. Volehkolt of the 
Health Depariment related how he 
followed defendant from a roud in 
the Eastern distriet to Wayside. He 
sald he had met defendant on pre- 
vious oecasions when defendant was 
Fiding a bieyele with bottles of milk 

inended across the bar. ‘The tndian 
was -upparently delivering mili. On 
the 1ast occasion witness said he took 
fa sample of the milk which defendant 
took to. the Wayside address, and 
ave it to the Municipal analyst. 

Mr. L. H. Barton, stunic 
told the court that he made 
sis of the milk and the conten 
Aicaled the presence of 12.25 per cont. 
‘of added water. 

Defendant asserted that the wdul- 
eration was done without his know 
Jedge by the Chinese who sold. him 
the milk, when Mr. Haines pointed 
lit that he was charged with being 
fn possession of adulterated milk, not 
with belng concerned in the aduliera- 
tion, 

In fining the defendant $10 on this 
charge, Mr, Haines pointed out that 
tunder English Iaw a fine not exceed= 
ing twenty pounds could be Imposed 
for the first offence and one hundred 
pounds for a subsequent offence, ob- 
ferving that the authorities in Eng- 
Tand regarded the offence in a xerious| 
Tight. He saw no reason why the 
same view should not be taken local 
Ty, since addition of water might 
render the milk unfit for hunvary €or

War’s Most Devastating Raids . 


Terrific Explosions Shake Kent Coast as 
Bombs Are Poured on German Positions 


London, Sept. 29. 


COLD northerly wind was blowing across the Straits of Dover 
‘and the sea was choppy under a clear sky when the Royal 
Air Force carried out their most devastating attack of the war on 
German invasion bases along the French coast. 





‘Terrific explosions shook the Kent coast and vivid flashes of 
flame shot into the sky as hundreds of bombs of the heaviest calibre 
were dropped on military objectives. 

Large numbers of search-lights played across the sky, while 
streamed through the darkness, 


sending up a formidable barrage.

Despatches received from. French 
northern ports last night reported that 
British Jong range guns and bombers 
had made all those ports, especially 
Calais, virtually useless ‘because of 
destroyed docks, blocked channels| 
and sunken ships. 

‘Calais was reported to have suf- 
fered terrifie damage. Long range 
artillery from British emplacements 
throughout the previous night ham- 
mered German gun emplacements at 
Calais and Cape Gris Nez, firing two 
salvoes every” two minuies at the 
height of fire, the’ dispatehes. said. 

‘German guns also returned the fire 
against Dover. 

British bombers sought to destroy 
the German guns, but the heavy eur- 
tain of fire laid down by Nozi anti 
aircraft batteries caused "heavy

‘Condemns Japan 


Cleveland, Sept. 29. 


‘The Under-Secretary of State, 
‘Mr. Sumner Welles, defied the 
new Japanese military alliance 
with the Rome-Berlin Axis last 
night by announcing here that 
the United States would give 
every possible aid to Britain in 
her fight for survival, 


Mr, Welles bluntly condemned 
Germany and Maly for thelr aggres- 
sion and charged that Japan was 
attempting to create a “new order in 
Asia” through the “instrumentality 
‘of armed force” in violation of her 
legal and moral obligations, 

‘Mr, Welles warned that “this is 
probably the mosf eritical moment in 
the existence of the United States 
as an independent nation’ 

“What we are witnessing inthe 
world (oday,” he said, “Is not another 
Great War, but a world revolution.” 


Defending Home, Liberty 


“Warfare has now engulfed the 
‘Mediterranean region and threatens 
to spread to the Near East,” Mr. 
Welles told the Foreign ‘Affairs 
Couneit here. 

‘Alone, the British people, . with 
heroism ‘worthy of the finest’ iradi- 
tions of that brave people, arey de- 

nding successfully their homes and 
jerties—the same liberties which 
{free men cherish everywhere, 

“It is the policy of your govern 
‘ment, ais approved by Congress, and, 
1 believe, by an” overwhelming 
majority of the American people, to 
render all material support and ‘ase 
sistance ‘through the furnishing of 
supplies and munitions te the British 
Dominions in what we hope to be 
their successful defence against 
armed aggression.” 

He sald that the only bright pie« 
ture in the international situation, 

‘asthe growing solidarity and 
friendship among the 21° American 
Republics. 

“Outside the Western Hemispher 
he said, “the concept of international 
morality and the authority of inter= 
national Iaw have ceased to be 
determining factors.” 


“Lowest Against ‘The Finest” 


Mr. Welles said the present world. 
struggle is one of “the lowest that 
is in human nature against the 
finest, of barbarism against civiliza~ 
tion, of darkness against light.” 

Until the Munich Pact was signed, 
he said, the United States had con- 
stantly ‘concentrated its attention on 
attempting to obtain a peaceful 
settlement of world problems. 

since then,” he warned, “the 
policy of our Government has been 
‘cencered primarily and consistently 
with assuring our own national de- 
fences. 

It has been directed towards the 
perfection of car means of coopera 
tion with our sister Republics in the 
New World and towards assisting 
these nations outside the Western 
Hemisphere whose continued inde- 
pendence and integrity contribute to- 
wards the maintenance of peace, and 
whose continued freedom to live their 
own untrammelled, democratic way of 
Tie. constitutes a’ bulwark for the 
maintenance of individual liberty in 
the Western Hemisphere."—United 
Press.

British Press Reflects Complete Lack of Alarm 
Or Anxiety Over Signing of Tripartite Pact 


London, Sept. 29. 


DJALING with the German-Ialian-Japanese pact, “The Times) 
says the outsider whose intervention all three dread most is| 


the United States. 


It is evidently to the advantage of the Axis to 


threaten to close Asia against American interests in preventing 
American resources from assisting the Allied cause in Europe, 


states the daily. 


“It is equally desirable for Japan to consider Allies even 


only on paper before proceeding further with a campaign of aggres- 
sion which every day threatens American influence more directly. 
‘That this is the meaning of the pact is shown by the challenging 
tone of Japanese newspapers towards the United States.” 


Although the British press devotes 
considerable space to. the new 
{ripartite pact signed by Germany, 
aly. and Japan, the accord has failed 
to cause any feeling. of alarm. of 
anwiely, states.

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Nazi Attacks Rage 


Again On London 


London, Sept. 30. 

While a Hurricane squadron 
saved Liverpool “from what 
might have been a serious 
bombing attack,” anti-aireraft 
batteries threw up such terrific 
curtain of fire around London 
that German planes could not 
break through effectively and 
were forced to unload their 
deadly cargoes on the outskirts

RAF. Wreck Docks 
At Hamburg 


Shanghai, Sept. 21 

The strength of the British naval 
blockade and the drastic effects of the 
RAF. bombing raids on Hamburg, 
were revealed by Chinese seamen who 
witnessed the destruction wrought 10 
docks, warchouses and a number of 
factories. These scamen, now  back| 
from the Nazi Reich after their long 
Journey via the trans-Siberian rail 
way, found the extreme shortage of 
food and the high prices charged the 

jost_unhappy part of their experi- 
iets in Germany. after war broke 
out in September last year. 

“We are happy to be safely back 
again but we are rather worried. 
Jabout our mates who were unable to 
get away from Germany, sald a Chi 
‘nese boatswain when interviewed. 

"Since we left and now since we 
have arrived here in Shanghai to- 
wards the end of July," the boatswain| 
added, “we have not had word trom| 
four friends we left behind nor have 
[we been able to learn from any other 
source that they have been able to 
leave Germany. 


Food Extremely Searce 


“Food is extremely searce in Ger- 
many and the rationing system began| 
immediately after war was declared, 

‘hich was about a fortnight after we 
Jarrived in Hamburg.” the spokesman 
{for the group stated. 

‘The seamen had been employed by 
German shipping rms with services 
fo the Far Bast and they had been 
taken on in Shanghai in June last 
sear. The boatswain anda crew of 
Chinese seamen went aboard the: 
German steamer Oder and went to 
JJapan where cargo was loaded but 
the ship was held up for some time, 
Finally she set sail for Hamburg, the 
boatswain | narrated, and the Oder 
arrived in that German port on August 


‘When war broke out at the begin- 
ning of September, the Oder was com- 
jmanclecred with other ships in Ham 
‘burs to transport German troops to: 
Poland and these ships went sailing 
back and forth under German naval 
Jand air foree convoy until they were 
suddenly stopped.’ 
seamen,” the boatswain 
‘were allowed to. carry, 
fon board the Oder, as 
were other Chinese erews on oiher 
ships. but about a month later, for 
some reason which we found later to 
be because the British blockade had 
‘beer made too tight, our ship, as well’ 
jax all the others of which we knew, 
stopped sailing. 

“AU the same, though our ship 
was held up in port, we were forced 
to stay on. board all the time and 
i became very tiresome for Us. 


Food Rations at Low Level 


“Food was scarce because of the 
striet_ rationing system enforced by} 
the German authorities. ‘Prices were 
so high we could hardly buy what! 
‘we needed and the rations were very’ 
small so that we would have been 
really very badly off if we did not 
have the provisions we brought from 
Shanghai. 

"The fixed dally allowance of food, 
the boatswain said, “was half a pound 
Jof rice for each person, and that is 
not enough. 

"At night the ship was never al- 
owed {o show a light and the very 
fewest possible lamps were burned, 
perhaps because of oil shortage oF 
fear of night raids by the British air 
toree. 

“Our food supplies from Shanghat 
soon ran out and we bean 10 grow 
juneasy. 
ome of the Chinese sailors were 
very unhappy when the British began 
to raid the port, though no bombs: 
jwere dropped on Hamburi at first 
Later the British bombers did enor 
mous damage to the docks, many 
warehouses “and some factories on 
the river,” the boatswain declared. 


Shelter One Mile Away 


“We coud see the damaye done by’ 
the British bombs," the narrator’ 
added, “and the ‘demolition bombs 
Jseemed to have been dropped over a 
vast area of the port, which is one 
Jof the largest in’ the world. 

“It seemed strange to me that the 
Jonly shelter we could tse was about 
Jone. mile away: from our ship and 
we had to run for it, at times: while 
the British bombers were active over~ 
hhead and the German defenders were 
trying to drive them off. 

“During the first mouth after war: 
began, the British did not drop any 
Bombs." said the Chinese narrator, 
mentioning the period during which 
the Royal Air Foree were active in

PRESIDENTIAL ISSUES 
By  Soarmusoxtax, 


Though the “battle for London” fils the 
headlines of the newspapers, the electoral 
Vattle of Willkie and Roosevelt occupies 2 
ronsiderable amount of attention so. far as 
the man in the strect Is concerned. ‘That 
carnest discussion in the corner of the res- 
faurant or in the smoking room of the Pull- 
man is as likely as not, if you get near 
enough to eavesdrop, concerned with the 
chances of Roosevelt's defeat rather than 
with the possibilities of British victory. It 
is not that the vital seriousness of the present 
phases of the war are ignored, in fact, there 
is probably now a greater realization than 
ever before of the very immediate stake 
which America has in Great Britain's powers 
of continued resistance. Talk of the elections 
forms a weleome relief from talk of the war. 
‘The elections are, in other words, fulfilling 
some of the function of an “escape literature.” 

So far as foreign policy is concerned, both 
candidates stand for very much the ‘same 
things. In his acceptance speech Mr. Willkie 
was in some respects even more forthright 
than President Roosevelt, “The loss of the 
British fleet. ...would be a calamity for us,” 
he said flatly, which is a stronger expression 
of opinion than any which President Roose- 
volt had yet made. Mr. Willkie also quoted 
the President's pledge made on June 10 at 
Charlottesville that the United States would 
‘extend to the opponents of force “the material 
resources of the nation" and, declared that as 
a private citizen, he would give such a policy 
his “whole-hearted support.” By thus re- 
moving the question of aiding the Allies 
from the realm of party polities, the Pre- 
sident’s hand has been enormously streng- 
thened, 





Mr. Willkie also supported conseription 
‘and thus once more rebuffed the isolationists 
in his party who had hoped to collect a 
few cheap voles by opposing the President 
on this question. His only criticism of the 
President's foreign policy was directed back~ 
ward rather than forward. ‘The President 
had, Mr. Willkie charged, used threatening 
Innguage towards the dictators when he had 
neither the means nor the intention of 
backing up those threats and ie had also 
misled European Democracies into expecting 
more aid from the: United States than the 
country was able to give. He had reversed 
‘Theodore Roosevelt's doctrine of talking 
softly and carrying a big stick and had take 
ed loudly, while the stick was still on order. 

Mr, Willkie's speoch was made at Elwood, 
Indiana. He knew well that his audience 
was overwhelmingly isolationist. He knew 
that nearly everybody in Indiana from the 
Republican state leaders down to the dirt 
farmers in thelr blue overalls rogarded the 
menace of Hitler as remote and were alarmed 
est material aid for Britain would involve 
the United States in war, He knew too that 
‘oiganized labour, whose votes he needs badly 
in the industrial ‘areas where the Democratic 
party machines are strongest, was opyosed 
to conscription. Tt therefore required @ 
certain amount of courage to defy political 
expediency and express“his convielions on 
these matters. 

‘When you talk to supporters of President 
Roosevelt, they argue that all English people 
should hope for a Roosevelt victory. Mr. 
Willkie, they point oui, is associated with 
big business, and big’ business, thinking 
chiefly of profits, is fundamentally appease 
ment-minded and anxious to resume trade 
with a Hitler-dominated Europe. When you 
talk with supporters of Wendell Willkie, they: 
argue that businessmen are so afraid 0 
Roosevelt using the war as an excuse for| 
adopting somi-totalitarian measures in the: 
United States that they hesitate to give full 
rein to their pro-Allied sentiments. With Mr. 
Willkie as President, they could support 
fullest possible aid to the Allies without any 
‘qualms. 

President Roosevelt has the support of the 
city machines, grown fat on eight yeays’ 
patronage; he has the relief vote, the 
vote and the Solid South, Mr. Willkie can 
count on the business community and the 
small independent trader as well as. all those 
Sand their number is hard to estimate—who 
feel that they want a change without quite 
knowing why. ‘The farm vote is divided and 
may determine the final result. Many ine 
dependent voters are expected 10 be swayed 
by their dislike of a third term and by their 
fear that the arguments which justify it 
might equally well justify a fourth, fifth or 
even a permanent dictatorship.

His main argument so far has not 
been dirceted at the President, but at the 
New Deal economists who surround him and 
whose views might be accepted as the basis 
for Presidential policy. He objects partie 
cularly {0 the theory that the United States 
as now reached the “statie” economic condi 
tion of European countries such as France 
‘or England. He therefore objcets to the as- 
sumption that existing levels of wealth and 
production must be accepted as they are and 
all the energies of the government devoted 
{o reforming or redistributing them. “Ameri- 
‘can liberalism does not consist merely in 
reforming things. Tt consists also in making 
things....I...-believe there is no limit to 
the horizon of America. 1 say that we must 
substitute for the philosophy of distributed 
ty the philosophy of unlimited pro- 
oe 
Another domestic issue raised by Mr. 
Willkie is that the New Deal policy of 
essuming that all businessmen were tarred 
with the same brush and that the faults of 
the few are the faults of business as a class, 
has bred national disunity which cannot be 
removed without a change of Administration. 
“Like the Blum Government in Franes, so 
has our Government become entangled in 
untruthful political adventures. As in 
France, so here we have heard talk of class 
distinetion.

‘The speed with which Congress rushed 
legislation through to permit American 


vessels to bring English children to the 
United States was an expression of its fecl- 
ing towards England.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Sept. 18—A few of our common climbing 
plants are worthy of mention in’ these notes, 
Fences along many of our roads look ‘quite 
attractive in the carly morning: the pale blue 
convolvulus which We see everywhere docs 
brighten up the countryside, there is slo a 

bindweed and a purplish coloured one; 
But we like the pale blue variety best of all, 
‘The Lula is also a common climber, its cueum= 
Der-like leaves are sereening’ many unsightly 
Vamboo fences while the yellow flowers add & 
touch of colour. Luffa eplindriea as this climber 
is known botanically, is a native of China and 
Japan which has been introduced into many 
‘other countries. It is sometimes used asa vese- 
table while in a young state, but it is perhaps 
chiefly grown asa curiosity’ or ornament, the 
fibrous ‘interior of the fruit, when dried” and 
bleached, being used as a sponge. We saw 3 
very strong growing and attractive buddleia 
yesterday. The shrub wag producing numerous 
Showy. panicles of flowers of a deeper colour 
than Buddleia variabilis, which is the one we 
usually see in local gardens. We were informed 
that the plant had originally been imported and 
we hope that the owner will propagate it, This 
‘ornamental shrub is easy to grow and it is 
‘seldom that the Winter frosts are sufeiently 
severe to damage the stems: even if they are 
amaged, the plant does not suffer too. much 
for the root system will ‘not be harmed and 
strong growths will be produced the following 
Spring from the base of the plant. ‘These 
growths are. generally later in flowering than 
the stems which have remained unharmed 
‘above ground all the Winter: this is, of course, 
tunfortunate, for the plant is generally in Nower 
inthe Summer when there is little else in 
bloom in the shrubbery.—w.sax.
